Wilso n sho t himself in the 
right temple three inches abo v e 
the ear with a .2 2 -calibre rifle, 
the actio n being suicidal. 
Witnesses at the inquest were 
T. R. Hay s o f Knightsto wn, Mrs. 
Ruth Wilso n, Lee So mers and 
Dr. Geo rge McNabb o f Carthage. 
Mrs. Wilso n, wife o f the de­ 
ceased, stated that her husband 
had been as well as usual until 
the 
day 
befo re 
his 
death 
when he fainted in the co rn crib. 
He was taken by So mers to Dr. 
Reese at Knightsto wn that night 
but no ne o f the witnesses knew 
what the phy sician had to ld 
Wilso n. 
The fo llo wing mo rning Wil­ 
so n was still sick and, after 
making a sho rt trip o ut to the 
field where So mers was wo rk­ 
ing, he returned to the ho use 
abo ut 10:3 0 o ’clo ck. Mrs. Wilso n 
later saw the garage do o r par­ 
tially o pen and she heard her 
husband gro aning. 
She fo und her husband sitting 
in the garage against the do o r 
with a rifle acro ss his knees. 
Mrs. Wilso n summo ned So mers 
and later Dr. McNabb and Hay s 
arriv ed. Wilso n was remo v ed to 
a bed in the ho use where he died 
abo ut 1:30 o ’clo ck, acco rding to 
Dr. McNabb’s testimo ny . 
The day befo re he sho t him­ 
self, Wilso n was seen ex amining 
so me gun shells in a dresser 
drawer by Mrs. Wilso n who 
asked him what he was go ing to 
do with the shells. “ Oh, no th­ 
ing,” was his reply . 
Ill health was attributed by 
Mrs. Wilso n as the reaso n fo r 
her husband’s suicide.

If a p arent lies to a child, no m atter ho w 
triv ial it may b e tho u ght to b e, it may hav e a 
great influ ence o n the child, fo r it will natu rally 
think th at w hatev er m o ther o r father do es is 
alright.

E. Bass and Dr. W. C. McFadden 
were the p hy sicians who testi­ 
fied. Witnesses for the state were 
Mr. Beck; Lionel Walker, filling 
station attendant; Fred Pop e, of 
the Indianap olis p olice 
force;

The lat­ 
ter two questioned Jeffries when 
he was in the City hosp ital there 
recov ering from injuries he re­ 
ceiv ed when he wrecked the Beck 
machine, which then was de­ 
stroy ed by fire.
